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The truth about our 
national identity 

"All things in creation like to stick to their own kind, tigers with tigers, elephants 
with elephants, red ants with red ants, and black ants with black ants.

These words were uttered by Muhammad Ali, the legendary black boxing champion. 


W hen a retiring Conservative MP, Mr John Townend, 
stated that Britain's "homogeneous Anglo-Saxon" 
society was being undermined by immigration, he 
received the usual conditioned reflex of lies and 
smears from the politically correct anti-British mass media. 

Yet when a pathetic little squirt resembling a garden gnome, going 
by the name of Robin Cook, stated that the British people are real¬ 
ly a figment of our imaginations, and don't actually exist, he 
received praise from most journalists and sparked an orgy of lies 
and half-truths concerning the anthropological history of our nation 
from the bastions of the politically correct anti-identity movement. 
Let's inspect just some of those lies and demolish them one by one: 

Britain is a nation of immigrants. Not true. According to DNA 
research by Oxford University's Professor Sykes, white people in 
Britain whose maternal grandmother was bom here before 1948, are 
99% descended from those who lived in these islands between 
10,000 and 40,000 years ago! All the so-called 'immigrant groups' 
the multi-culturalists list, such as the Saxons, 

Angles, Celts and Normans were tribes of the 
same white race. The 'logic' to what they are say¬ 
ing is this: whites come to a white country, mix 
with white people and produce white people, and 
that makes us a mongrel race! 

In any case, archaeologists are increasingly con¬ 
cluding that the invasions by these white 
European tribes involved only warrior elites who, 
with their tiny numbers, compared to the overall 
population, and by subsequently taking native 
wives, made very little genetic impact, however 
much they altered our culture and systems of 
government. 

There are two things that make us what we are: Our ethnicity, and 
our nationality. Words such as Celt, Angle and Saxon, and in mod¬ 
em times, British, French and German, are all expressions of nation¬ 
ality, not ethnicity. Ethnically we are all part of the common 
European white race. Mixing within our ethnic group doesn't make 
the slightest difference; it is like tigers mixing with other tigers. 
Mixing across ethnic groups is, however, totally a different matter. 
And it has to be stated, the mass-immigration in the last fifty years 
has not been from peoples within our ethnic group, but from people 
of very different foreign ethnic groups. 

The multiracial ‘experiment’ has gone too far to reverse it. 

Rubbish! The Government's own figures state that ethnic minori¬ 
ties are only 6-9% of the population. Even the latest census is like¬ 
ly to show them on only about 10%. This proportion, and the speed 
with which it is growing, are very worrying, but a prompt halt to 
further immigration, and the introduction of a sensible system of 
generous voluntary resettlement grants, could reduce the proportion 
to around 5% within a few years, and could keep it falling there¬ 
after. The rush towards a non-white Britain will be stopped and 
reversed the moment the British people pluck up the courage to 
demand it and to organise to achieve it. 

We need immigrants for our economy. Rubbish! Why does 
Britain, the country that started the industrial revolution and led the 


world for generations in technology, science and creativity, now 
need the help of immigrants to carry on? Why do we need to import 
more foreign workers when - on the old measures used before 
Labour's spin-doctors got to work - we have more than four million 
unemployed British workers in this country already? The answer is 
to retrain some of them, not bring in huge numbers of people who 
often can’t speak English. The talk of 'foreign computer experts' is 
a con, most of the newcomers are from places without reliable elec¬ 
tricity, let alone computers. 

We’re all the same anyway! A very complex subject, but not true. 
If this were the case, then why does the British Medical Association 
appeal for in-group donors for organ transplants? Why is that 
blacks and Asians have to take Vitamin D supplements because of 
the climate in Britain, whereas whites don't have to? Why do blacks 
dominate some sports, while whites dominate others? Why is there 
so much scientific evidence for innate differences in behavioural 
patterns and intelligence? No sensible person believes that any race 
is 'superior' to another, but only a liberal fool can believe that we're 
_ all the same.

Curry. This is the most desperate argument used, 
and blown completely out of the water by the fact 
that it was the British in India who invented curry 
in the first place! 


These are just a few of the mountains of lies used 
by the internationalists in their war against all 
forms of identity. In order to achieve the glob¬ 
alised, one-world, one-ethnic group and one-gov- 
emment society the liberal-left strive for, all forms 
of national and ethnic identity must be eradicated. 

This is why the likes of Cook, Blair and Hague repeat 
lies designed to undermine our sense of who we are and where we 
are from.

THE NIGHT BEFORE THE STORM: 

HOW THE MULTIRACIAL 
'DREAM' DIED IN OLDHAM 

The brutal racist attack on D-Day veteran Walter Chamberlain wasn't particularly unusual by the standards 
of multiracial Britain, except for the fact that it broke through into the national headlines, instead of get¬ 
ting a tiny mention on page seven of some small circulation local newspaper. But it highlighted both the 
fragility of the so-called multi-cultural society, and the immense power of the mass media. Just two days of 
widespread coverage of the incident led directly to hundreds of white football fans - mainly from Stoke, but 
from all over Lancashire as well - converging on Oldham. The excuse was a football match but the intention 
was to "avenge the old boy." 



THIS IS LIFE IN 
MULTICULTURAL BRITAIN! 


This is the face of Walter 
Chamberlain , a 67year old D- 
Day veteran , who fought for 
his country during the Second 
World War. He was walking 
home from a rugby match one 
evening in Oldham , when a 
vicious gang of Asian youths 
attacked him shouting racial 
abuse and telling him to “get 
out of our area.* 9 This cow¬ 
ardly attack and the recent 
riots are just the tip of the ice¬ 
berg. What would the hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of service- 
ment who died for this country 
think of this? 








The 
media censorship of these riots has been immense. Events that 
reflect badly on their multicultural ‘experiment 9 are systemati¬ 
cally in 999 cases out of1,000. 


A ccording to eyewitness 
reports from local BNP 
supporters shopping in 
the town centre on the 
morning of Saturday 28th April, 
the first group to feel the anger 
of the angry whites was the far- 
left Anti-Nazi League. The 
ANAL had a stall opposing 
racism - but not for long! The 
crowd then chased a number of 
Asians out of the town centre, 
before dispersing for a while as 
more fans arrived in the town. 

Rampage 

The route to the Oldham Athletic 
ground passes along the heavily 
Asian Rochdale Road and as the 
fans made their way towards the 
game, groups of Asian youths 
gathered and hurled abuse at the 
first to arrive. Within minutes, 
however, the boot was on the 
other foot. According to reports 
on various football websites, 
hundreds of Stoke fans ram¬ 
paged through the area. 

Asian houses were attacked 
and smashed up, and Asians 
were dragged from their cars and 
beaten. These reports are borne 
out by the film footage of an 
injured Asian being taken away 
on a stretcher which was shown 
on one TV news broadcast early 
the following day, before abrupt¬ 
ly vanishing from the public 
record. 

Once the match was over, the 
returning fans, including many 
who had played no part in the 
earlier disturbance, were con¬ 
fronted by about 500 Asian 
youths, throwing bricks and 
petrol bombs. 

As around 700 Stoke and 
Oldham fans united to chase 
them off, the police turned on 
the whites, beating them back 
and forming a police cordon to 
hold the fans in the same place 
under a hail of missiles from the 


Asian mob. A large number of 
police vehicles were damaged. 
Eventually, the police allowed 
the fans to head for the station 
and get out of town. Later in the 
evening, there were ugly inci¬ 
dents in Stoke between white 
youths and Bengalis, while 
Oldham itself remained tense. 
Crowds of angry white youths, 
this time all local, milled around 
the town centre looking for 
Asians. Another major race riot 
was only prevented by the pres¬ 
ence of hundreds of police offi¬ 
cers, a police helicopter, and 
scores of police vehicles block¬ 
ing off the Asian areas. 

Pogrom 

One would have expected the 
media to go berserk over what 
was, in effect, a white pogrom 
against an entire Asian enclave, 
with innocent householders and 
law-abiding car drivers targeted 
just as much as the gangs of 
young Muslim thugs who caused 
the trouble in the first place. But 
the Oldham Chronicle's website 
changed its report early in the 
evening. Out went the references 
to the racial aspect of the trou¬ 
ble, and it suddenly became a 
mere football riot. 

TV and radio news that 
evening followed suit, and the 
following day’s papers were the 
same. By Monday, both the 
Guardian and the Independent 
ran greatly scaled down 
accounts of some of the trouble, 
although both knocked a nought 
off the numbers involved. All the 
rest of the media stuck to the 
official line. It took a whole 
week before the BBC finally 
admitted a little of the truth, 
reporting on its website that 
"police made 16 arrests last 
Saturday as bricks and other 
missiles were thrown at fans 
who had been chanting racial 
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Oldham Police Chief Eric Hewitt: admits that 
ethnic cleansing of whites is taking place in 
Oldham 


abuse.” Why the cover up? Why 
did the left-liberals pass over a 
golden opportunity to portray 
young whites as racist thugs 
indulging in an understandable 
but inexcusable orgy of vio¬ 
lence? After all, just for once, it 
was true. 

Copycat riots 

There can only be one reason. As 
the authorities learned to their 
cost in the black anti-police riots 
of the early '80s, they only have 
to show one instance of racially 
motivated mayhem on TV for 
'copycat' riots to break out in 
multiracial areas all over the 
country. If it had been allowed to 
become news, the white revenge 
riot in Oldham could have 
sparked off similar violence in 
dozens of towns and cities. 
Bradford and Hudde-rsfield in 
particular had already seen seri¬ 
ous racial clashes just a couple 
of weeks earlier, and remain 
nearly as tense as Oldham. 

So instead they pretended it 
hadn't happened. Unfortunately 
for the authorities, however, this 
stunt has in turn made many 
young Asians in Oldham even 
angrier. Young BNP supporters 
who go to school with them have 
told us how their Muslim coun¬ 


terparts see it: 
"One old white 
man gets a kick¬ 
ing, and it's front 
page news. But 
hundreds of 
whites smash up 
an Asian area and 
beat up on dozens 
of us, and the 
papers say P** all 
about it." 

Failure 

And so we see the 
multiracists hoist 
by their own 
petard. Talk about 
it and inflame the 
whites. Or keep 
quiet and inflame 
the Asians. Either 
way is a sure-fire 
guarantee of fur¬ 
ther trouble in the 

future. 

So we see in Oldham, as if in a 
telescopic view of the whole 
country, the beginnings of the 
end result of the failure of the 
multiracial experiment, unless 
urgent political steps are taken to 
reverse it peacefully while there 
is still time. 

The BNP takes no pleasure in 
describing white riots any more 
than Asian or black ones. There 
is nothing brave about baying 
mobs hunting down innocent 
people just because of the colour 
of their skin. And, above all, 
when the trouble spreads and 
worsens - whether it's this sum¬ 
mer, or not for a few more years 
yet - liberals who refuse to 
accept that it's all their fault for 
creating such an unstable mess 
in the first place will try to pin 
the blame on us. 

This, of course, is as illogical 
as blaming the weatherman for 
the storm he predicted the night 
before, but the media and the 
authorities will do it anyway. 
That won't help them either, 
because literally millions of 
ordinary whites have had 
enough of the nightmare now. 
And they want someone to put 
an end to it. Don't ever doubt it 
again - our time will come!

Law and Order 

• The BNP will crack down 
on crime, and restore public 
safety. We will free the police 
and courts from the political¬ 
ly correct straightjacket that 
is presently stopping them 
from doing their job properly.

We will ensure a root-and-branch 
overhaul, including slashing unnecessary bureaucracy, to provide 
better medical services. We will see to it that no money is given in 
foreign aid while our own hospitals are short of beds and the staff 
to run them. More emphasis must be placed on healthy living in the 
first place, through greater understanding of sickness-prevention 
through physical exercise, a better environment, tackling poverty 
and improved diets. 


Transport 

• We will make a massive investment in Britain's system of pub¬ 
lic transport to bring it up to the highest standards in the world. 
Congestion of our towns and cities must be eased by the provision 
of greater incentives to use rail and bus transport instead of private 
cars. Far more must be done to encourage the development and use 
of cleaner fuels. 


Environment 

• Our ideal for Britain is that of 
a clean, beautiful country, free of 
pollution in all its forms. We will 
enforce standards to curb those 
practices, whether by business or 
the individual, which cause envi¬ 
ronmental damage. “The pol¬ 
luter pays to clean up the mess” 
must become a fact of life, not an 
electioneering slogan. We want 
to create a quality of environ¬ 
ment in Britain that is second to 


none. 
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Pensioners 

• The conditions many of Britain's old people are forced to 
live in are a national disgrace. We are pledged to ensure 
that all our old folk are able to live in comfortable homes, 
with pension rises linked to the cost of living. Elderly peo¬ 
ple who have paid a lifetime of taxes and reared families 
should not have to sell their homes to pay for care, nor die 
of hypothermia because they cannot afford to heat their 
homes or eat properly. 


Northern Ireland 

• Britain must sort the problems in Northern Ireland once 
and for all. The IRA and its allies must be dealt with in the 
proper fashion, and all measures necessary to that end must 
be employed. We must cancel the Good Friday Agreement, 
the Anglo-Irish Agreement and declare that Northern 
Ireland will remain British for all time. We favour the 
establishment of a non-sectarian parliament in Northern 
Ireland, and, in the long run of a federation of the nations 
of the British Isles, in which Eire would voluntarily take 
her rightful place. 


Foreign Affairs 

• Britain's foreign relations should be determined by the 
protection of our own national interest and not by our like 
or dislike of other nations' internal politics. We would have 
no quarrel with any nation that does not threaten British 
interests. We will maintain an independent foreign policy 
of our own, rather than spineless subservience to that of the 
‘international community’, the USA, or any other country. 


Foreign Aid 

• We reject the idea that Britain 
must forever be obliged to sub¬ 
sidise the incompetence and cor¬ 
ruption of Third World states by 
supplying them with financial 
aid. If aid is given, it must be in 
return for certain services. The 
billions of pounds saved every 
year by this policy could be real¬ 
located to vital services in 
Britain, including improvement 
to the Health Service and greater 
care of our old folk.

TALK SHOWS ARE RIGGED 


After the mauling of Ann Widdecombe, the Tory Shadow Home Affairs spokesman on the 
Dimbleby programme by the audience several weeks ago , programme producers decided to 
widen the range of its Guardian -reading herd of studio bores . South coast Tories who were 
approached agreed to send people along , as was the British National Party . We were initially 
asked to send a dozen delegates for the audience , later to be restricted to five 



A fter signing in, sipping 
tea for about 20 minutes 
in one of the cafeterias 
and filling out a ques¬ 
tionnaire, the audience (of 
which probably half were of for¬ 
eign extraction and including 
one asylum seeker), were 
escorted to the studio. To our 
utter amazement, a small contin¬ 
gent were already placed in the 
best seats, which were front row 
and in the centre. Later on, this 
contingent was very outspoken 
in its support for multiracialism 
and continued mass immigration 
into our tiny and overcrowded 
island (probably a delegation 
from the ANL or the SWP). 

Ghost out of the closet 

Mr. Dimbleby then presented 
himself from a side door and 
after some initial organisation of 
the studio, he explained various 
aspects of the show, how to act, 
to respect others speaking etc. 
He then wanted to do a warm 
up, by asking a few people their 
view of what sort of society 
Britain was i.e was it a multicul¬ 
tural, multiracial society, or a 
white society that has a small 
but growing ethnic population.

This comment sparked a wave of 
whispers from those who had 
expected another Politically 
Correct diatribe.

The first part of the show, which 
was concentrating on the subject 
of what kind of society Britain 
is, saw the most diabolical and 
ridiculous Politically Correct 
nonsense to be found anywhere, 
including claims that Britain is 
being “enriched” by waves of 
new immigrants, with one 
immature foreign student with a 
mohican hairstyle hailing 
“curry” and “rap music” as 
examples of this (conveniently 
forgetting that it was the British 
that invented curry!) The sec¬ 
ond part of the show, which con¬ 
centrated on whether Britain 
“needed” new immigrants to 
help us survive economically, 
also saw lie after lie after lie.

It has long been known that immigration has led to higher levels of crime, but the mass media and old political parties have 
always been reluctant to confront the facts head on. However, a study of recent government documents can now enable a quan¬ 
titative analysis on the levels of ethnic crime in Britain today. Statistics on Race and the Criminal Justice System is published 
by the Home Office. The 2000 edition provides extensive information on the ethnic groups of persons arrested for a variety of 
serious crimes over 1999/2000 for each major police force area in England and Wales. With the data provided it is then pos¬ 
sible to compare rates of crime between different ethnic groups. 


The Human Cost 

Figure 1 shows the crime rates 
for each ethnic group using 
white levels of crime as a bench¬ 
mark adjusted for comparison 
against all other ethnic groups. 

Robbery (which includes mug¬ 
ging) is committed by blacks at a 
rate of nearly 23 times that for 
whites, with fraud and forgery 
8.5 times higher. Sex and drug 


offences are committed by 
blacks at about 5.7 times the 
white rate. Asians commit fraud 
and forgery at 3.4 times the 
white rate with robbery at 2.4 
times, while levels of sexual and 
drug offences are about twice 
that for whites. 

In contrast, Asians commit 
fewer burglary and criminal 
damage offences than whites. 
On average, blacks commit 
offences at a rate 580 percent 
greater than whites while Asians 
have a 75 percent higher rate. 
‘Other’ ethnic groups are only 
slightly more likely to commit 
criminal offences than whites. 


With the rates of criminal activ¬ 
ity known for each ethnic group 
it is possible to calculate the 
excess number of offences com¬ 
mitted by ethnics in Britain, by 
comparing the number of 
offences committed by Britain’s 
ethnic population with a hypo¬ 
thetical white population of 
equal size. Any difference in 
crime levels between the white 


and ethnic populations is there¬ 
fore a direct consequence of 
Britain’s multiracial society. In a 
homogenous, white Britain these 
‘excess’ crimes would simply 
not exist. 

More likely 

Figure 2 shows that an excess of 
ethnic crime is committed in 
every offence. Statistics on Race 
and the Criminal Justice System 
also covers data regarding the 
number of racially motivated 
incidents in England and Wales 
in 1999. 

The data has been adjusted to 
account for certain group’s 



Fig 2: Excess ethnic offences 
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reluctance to report such inci¬ 
dents to the authorities. Of the 
280,000 racially motivated inci¬ 
dents, 182,000 (65 percent) were 
committed against White peo¬ 
ple. 

This means that 7 percent of 
the population (ethnic minori¬ 
ties) were responsible for 65 per¬ 
cent of all racially motivated 
incidents, making them nearly 
26 times more likely to commit 
such an offence than a white per¬ 
son. 

Race attacks 

A similar calculation using the 
1999 British Crime Survey , pub¬ 
lished last year, produces an 
even more shocking figure: a 
non-white is 43 times more like¬ 
ly to commit a racial attack on a 
white person than the other way 
around. 

The lower figure fails to take 
into account the fact that not all 
racially motivated incidents 
against ethnic people are perpe¬ 


trated by whites, many are inter¬ 
ethnic, such as black against 
Asian or Pakistani against 
Indian. Of further interest are 
the figures for inter-racial homi¬ 
cide. 

During the three year period 
1997 to 2000 there were 149 
inter-racial homicides of which 
82 (or 55 percent) were white 
victims. Blacks killed 56 whites 
and 3 Asians, while Asians 
killed 26 whites and 6 blacks. In 
contrast whites killed 58 non¬ 
whites, or 39 percent of the total, 
meaning that blacks were 53 
times more likely to commit 
inter-racial homicide than whites 
while Asians were 17 times 
more likely. 

The Economic Cost 

By the same process of compar¬ 
ing Britain’s ethnic population 
with a hypothetical white popu¬ 
lation of equal size it is also pos¬ 
sible to estimate the financial 
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cost of Britain’s excess ethnic 
crime. 

Home Office Research Study 
217 The economic and social 
costs of crime attempts to assess 
the economic impact of crime on 
Britain. 

Estimates are made for the 
costs of security, insurance, 
property lost, emotional and 
physical impact, lost output, vic¬ 
tim services, health services, and 
the criminal justice system itself 
(including police). 

Cost of crime 

The average cost for each type 
of crime is then multiplied by 
the number of incidents, result¬ 
ing in a total cost. 

When excess ethnic crimes are 
calculated as a fraction of the 
total cost of crime the figure 
comes to £5.7 billion, or about 
10 percent of all crime commit¬ 
ted. 

Fraud and forgery account for 
43 percent of this total at £2.42 
billion, with violent crime cost¬ 
ing £1.25 billion. Next are rob¬ 
beries at £731 million followed 
by theft/handling costing £389 
million while sexual and ‘other’ 
offences tie at £270 million 
each. 


Note: The fact that some non-whites 
carry out crimes which produce the 
disproportionate figures discussed 
here does not, of course, mean that 
most non-whites are criminals. They 
are not. The vast majority are per¬ 
fectly decent, law-abiding citizens. 
Nor do we believe that some whites 
are not criminals, because they clear¬ 
ly are, and they should be dealt with 
far more harshly. 



More police are needed , and the 
police force as a whole needs to

T his was the final straw for 
far more Conservatives - 
officials as well as activists 
and voters - than the liber¬ 
al/homosexual clique running 
Tory Central Office have yet 
realised. 

It will surely increase the steady 
trickle of ex-Conservatives who 
have been crossing over to the 
British National Party in recent 
years. The newcomers will join 
earlier political refugees from the 
same source already making a 
very valuable contribution to 
our organisational efforts. The 
BNP’s National Press Officer, 

Dr. Edwards, our Enquiries 
Secretary, Jean Thomas, and 
our Director of Administra¬ 
tion, Chris Green, are all 
examples of this phenomenon 
and have, between them, 
helped to transform the party’s 
‘backroom’ operation. And 
there is still plenty of work for 
the keenest of the new wave of 
disillusioned Conservatives 
coming on board at the 
moment. 

Abandoned 

But recruiting more ex- 
Conservatives is not the same 
as becoming a conservative 
party. The BNP does indeed 
stand for tradition, law and 
order, patriotism, family val¬ 
ues, discipline in schools, the 
preservation of British identi¬ 
ty, and the other virtues that 
the Tory party has so clearly 
abandoned. 

But we also uphold some of the 
virtues that the Labour party has 
abandoned as well. We stand for 
social justice for all our people. 
We are determined that the future 
British nationalist government 
will do whatever is necessary - 
including huge public works oper¬ 
ations - to return real jobs and 
hope to the sink estates in the old 
heavy industrial areas. 

We are utterly opposed to glob¬ 
alisation and the idea that it’s right 
for British workers to have to 
compete with cheap labour from 


overseas, even in instances when the 
foreign sweatshops concerned are 
owned by companies quoted on the 
London Stock Market and make fat 
profits for shareholders in 
Hampstead and in leafy lanes in the 
Home Counties. 

Old dogma out the window 

When we set about rebuilding 
British industry behind protective 
tariff barriers, we have no intention 
of subsidising the same class of self¬ 
ish traitors who lived off the sweat of 


ordinary workers for as long as pos¬ 
sible, and then set about importing 
cheap non-white labour or exporting 
their capital and factories to the Far 
East as soon as bad government gave 
them the opportunity to do so. 
Britain’s new industries will be run 
in a variety of ways, including work¬ 
ers’ co-operative, private ownership 
and public companies, but all will 
have to work within the framework 
of the national interest. Margaret 
Thatcher’s destructive doctrine that 
“there is no such thing as society” 
will be out of the window in the 
future BNP Britain. 


We know from experience that 
most of the ordinary Conser¬ 
vatives who are now so desperate¬ 
ly disillusioned with their old 
party are not reactionary Colonel 
Blimp types, and have no problem 
with accepting the social justice 
demands of genuine nationalism. 
These people are welcome, and, 
to be realistic, they are badly 
needed, because they often bring 
the managerial and organisational 
skills, and the money, that the 
BNP needs in its drive for the 
political big-time. 

But recent weeks have also 
seen approaches from people a 
bit higher up the Tory party’s 
greasy pole, and a few of them 
have baulked at the fact that we 
aren’t just an anti-immigration, 
anti-EU party, but also have a 
firm commitment to social jus¬ 
tice. They haven’t taken too 
kindly to our economic policy 
which, being based on our 
recognition of the moral and 
economic value of private 
ownership, seeks to extend the 
ownership of economic wealth 
to as many individual Britons 
as possible, rather than allow¬ 
ing the concentration of wealth 
and power in the hands of an 
ever smaller number of the 
super rich. 

Even if it wasn’t for the new 
laws on political funding that 
prevent our accepting ‘anony¬ 
mous’ donations, there’s no 
amount of money or behind- 
the-scenes support that such 
people CQuld give us to make us 
shift from this position. 

The British National Party exists 
to come to power for the benefit 
of the people of this country. The 
gathering racial crisis means that 
we will come to power over¬ 
whelmingly on the back of one 
issue, but once we are in power 
we have a fully developed set of 
principles to put into practice. 

Join us by all means, but under¬ 
stand that those principles are not 
for sale.

The National 
Organization For European 
American Rights (N.O.F.E.A.R.) 
has also blamed the media for 
creating a "climate of racial 
hatred against Whites." The vio¬ 
lence flared after a black crime 
suspect was shot dead by a 
policeman. The media set about 
portraying this as a racist 
killing. N.O.F.E.A.R. National 
Community Relations Director 
Vincent Edwards said: "If white 
mobs had rioted and attacked 
blacks, this would be a national 
scandal and an all out effort 
would be made to arrest white 
rioters and charge them with 
hate crimes. These so-called 
Hate Crime laws are not only 
discriminatory, but they are 
unconstitutionally targeting 
whites for selective arrest and 
prosecution." 


FORWm D TALY! 


After forty five years of the cloying stench of the capitalist corruption of the mainstream right 
Christian Democratic Party and the perpetual incompetence of the parties of the Communist 
left, at last Italy may be about to draw a fresh democratic breath. 



S Silvio Berlusconi's 
Forza Italia party looks 
likely to win the Italian 
general election as we 
go to press, in spite of the usual 
sustained media assault and lies 
by the organised forces of reac¬ 
tion and communism. 

Grand alliance 

Promising to "smash Comm¬ 
unism" and restore traditional 
Italian values, democratise the 
media and enforce the law, Forza 
Italia has sent a shudder down 
the yellow spines of the pluto¬ 
crats and the Communists at the 
thought of power slipping from 
their sweaty palms and passing 
once more to ordinary, decent 
Italians. 

Berlusconi himself leaves a 
fair bit to be desired - for a 
start he models his policies to 
an unhealthy extent on the 
image put across by Margaret 
Thatcher. But he has had the 
undoubted courage to make 
common cause with the Italian 
Nationalist party the Alleanza 
Nazionale (AN) of Gianfranco 
Fini and Umberto Bossi's Lega 
Nord. The Lega Nord 
(Northern League) in particu¬ 
lar has become in recent years 
an outspoken opponent of the 
flood of Third World and 
Islamic immigrants now pour¬ 
ing into the country. 

Immigration 

Over the last few years, this 
influx of immigrants into Italy 
has led to a massive rise in crime 
and welfare bills for hardwork¬ 
ing Italians already struggling 


against mafia-run economic cor¬ 
ruption and leftist political cor¬ 
ruption. Fleets of rusting, semi¬ 
derelict cargo ships run by crim¬ 
inal smuggling gangs and groan¬ 
ing beneath the weight of thou¬ 
sands of Immigrants are regular¬ 
ly scuttled on the shores of Italy. 
As a result of this most large 
Italian cities have undergone a 
radical change over the last few 
years, with many areas becom¬ 
ing virtual Islamic enclaves. 

Islamisation 

One of the most symbolically 
shocking results of this mass 
immigration into Italy was the 
inauguration of a mosque in 


Rome. After witnessing the 
inauguration of the mosque the 
speaker of the Chamber of 
Deputies, Irene Pivetti of Lega 
Nord, attended a special mass to 
pray for Italy to be forgiven. 

The importance of the Italian 


election for Europe is immense. 
At last we can see that the organ¬ 
ised forces of the far left, that 
have managed to manipulate 
themselves into power across 
Europe over the last decade, are 
in retreat, while their notional 
opponents in the plutocratic 
'right' are also tarnished by cor¬ 
ruption and association with 
multiculturalism. 

Forza Italia may be about to 
banish from the sun-soaked soil 
of Italy the last shadows of the 
Communist parties and corrupt 
mafia lackeys that have lingered 
in the country since the end of 
the Cold War. And, even if 
Berlusconi loses his nerve if he 
takes power, it is likely that in 
doing so he will open the door to 
genuine nationalists with 
stronger principles. But it's not 
just about Italy. 

The peoples of Europe as a 
whole are sick of watching their 
countries being tom apart by the 
politically correct bigots of the 
far left, the social Utopians of 
bourgeois liberalism and the 
forces of international finance 
capitalism that have united 
beneath the banner of multicul¬ 
turalism. 

A strong ethnic nationalist bloc 
is growing in influence in many 
European nations, most notably 
France, Austria, Belgium, Italy 


and now, at last, in Great Britain. 
It may still take some years, but 
the Europe-wide trend towards 
the politics of nationalism and 
identity is unmistakable and irre¬ 
sistible.

Boadicea’s intention was 
now clear - to remove 
utterly the Roman pres¬ 
ence from Britain. 


British tribes 


T he Roman historian 
Tacitus gives us detailed 
information about how, 
in the days before the 
conversion of our folk to Christ- 
worshipping Germanic speakers, 
females would accompany the 
men folk to the point of battle 
and be physically involved in 
taunting the enemy, acting 
like Furies weaving in and 
our of the enemy ranks. 

One of our island’s greatest 
female warriors is the leg¬ 
endary Boadicea 

(Boudicca), Queen of the 
Iceni. The Iceni were a British 
tribe living in East Anglia and 
when her husband King 
Prasutagus died in AD60 the 
Roman administrators seized his 
lands. Boadicea fiercely protest¬ 
ed but she was imprisoned, 
flogged and her two teenage 
daughters were brutally raped. 

A warrior 

This was a violation that 
Boadicea could not accept and 
she urged her folk to take 
revenge against the Roman 
occupiers. She led an army of 
over 100,000 Iceni towards the 
Roman garrison town of 
Colchester. With the Governor, 
Suetonius Paulinus busy attack¬ 
ing Britons on the Isle of Mona 
(Anglesey) she was able to sack 
this important Roman town easi¬ 


ly. Destruction was total, not a 
single Roman was left alive and 
the entire town was burned to 
the ground after a two day siege. 


The Iceni were an advanced 
British tribe living in East 
Anglia . They struck their own 
coinage for over a century 
before their demise at the hands 
of the Romans 


The rebellion marched onto 
London, then the main trading 
town of Roman Britain. 
Although Suetonius had been 
alerted and was marching his 
men back from Wales he was not 
able to save the city from the 
ravages of the Britons. The 
rebellion now turned north to St. 
Albans (Verulanium), 


St. Albans had received 
warning and the inhabi¬ 
tants were largely evacu¬ 
ated but the town was 
destroyed in the same 
brutal way. The Iceni 
army was now joined by 
other tribes including the 
Trinovantes, and sought 
out the Imperial Army 
which was gathering in 
Warwickshire for the 
final battle. Tacitus 
records the rallying 
speech of Boadicea before the 
battle and she ends.... 

“you will see that in this battle 
you must conquer or die. This is 
a woman's resolve; as for men, 
they may live and be slaves. ” 
The British tribes were highly 
confident of victory but the 
organised and disciplined 
Roman troops, numbering only 
10,000, were the victors. Their 
weapons and training proving 
their superiority. 80,000 
Britons were slain compared 
to a “few hundred” Romans. 
Tradition says that Boudicea 
survived the final battle only to 
return to her home and poison 
herself. It is extremely unlikely 
that Emperor Nero would have 
exercised clemency in her case. 
The Romans laid waste to the 
Iceni farms; they desecrated 
sanctuaries, stole family heir¬ 
looms and deprived the people 
of their weapons. Thousands 
were enslaved to drain the Fens. 

A clarion call! 

No one knows the final resting 
place of Boadicea, legend says 
she lies under Kings Cross 
Station but the spirit of our 
ancestral queen lies, albeit dor¬ 
mant in the breast of every 
Briton today. The BNP will help 
awaken that spirit so we too will 
prove we will not be slaves 
under a foreign power! 


The Philosophy of 
Nationalism: by Charles 
Conant Josey 

T his highly readable book, 
first published nearly 
eighty years ago in 1923, 
belongs to that highly impor¬ 
tant genre of pessimistic trea¬ 
tises perhaps exemplified by 
Spengler’s, Decline of the 
West in Germany, and Lothrop 
Stoddard’s, Rising Tide Of 
Colour , in the USA. The 
Philosophy of Nationalism is 
set against the background of 
the massive dysgenic effect of 
World War 1, when the best of 
European manhood had been 
slaughtered and throughout 
Europe civilisation had been 
upended and Bolshevism set 
loose. 

Josey a distinguished British 
academic worried that nation¬ 
alism which had been the 
motor of human progress over 
the past three hundred years 
was being discredited 
amongst the elites of Europe 
and America and that the 
insidious doctrines of interna¬ 
tionalism were coming to the 
fore. 

Prophetic 

Josey predicts that foreign aid 
and freetrade will strengthen 
the economies of Asia, and 
western science will promote 
a rapid rise in what we term 
the Third World birthrate, 
leading to mass emigration 
into Europe and the USA. He 
was a prophet indeed. 
However this book’s real 
importance lies in it’s castiga¬ 
tion of elites who preach the 
brotherhood of men whilst 
ignoring the plight of the poor 
under their own noses in their 
own lands. He argues conclu¬ 
sively that these "sympathetic 
impulses" are endangering the 
group survial of Western Man. 

A blueprint 

This book should be required 
reading for the representatives 
of all the Establishment 
Parties, written as a warning, 
its pages at times read like a 
blueprint for the decline of the 
Western World which took 
place in the twentieth century

AND THE GENERAL ELECTION 


With race, anti-white violence, and the asylum issue constantly in the news, the general elec¬ 
tion of 2001 couldn't come at a better time for the BNP. Small wonder, then, that a few peo¬ 
ple have expressed surprise that the party is fighting only around 30 seats. "Our vote is bound 
to go up, and our leaflets are sure to bring in loads of enquiries," they say, “so shouldn't we 
be spreading our efforts more widely?" 


T he answer is 'no.' Yes, 
our votes probably will 
go up, and we aim to 
achieve the highest 
average BNP vote ever - a target 
which is best achieved by con¬ 
centrating, rather than dispers¬ 
ing, our resources. But however 
well we do we still can't expect 
to win seats at parliamentary 
level before we have won a good 
number of local council elec¬ 
tions. And however well one 
does in first-past-the-post elec¬ 
tions, only the winners get 
prizes. 

Follow-ups needed! 

It's true that a bigger 'throw-out' 
of leaflets would produce more 
enquiries. But enquiries by 
themselves are virtually useless. 
Almost no-one joins just 
because they've received an 
information pack. With the 
exception of a tiny handful of 
strong-minded natural innova¬ 
tors, shown by scientific 
research to amount to no more 
than 3% of the population, no- 
one 'buys' anything new because 


of their own opinion of some¬ 
thing they read for themselves. 
All the rest need to see other 
people adopting the new idea 
before they feel safe to follow 
suit. This is why getting an 
enquiry and sending off an infor¬ 
mation pack just isn't enough. 
Enquirers have to receive per¬ 
sonal visits from well dressed, 
confident, friendly, BNP spokes¬ 
men and -women. And they have 
to get such visits within a couple 
of weeks of getting the informa¬ 
tion, preferably even sooner. 
This is why spending thousands 
of pounds to get extra enquiries 
which we do not have the mobile 
manpower to follow-up quickly 
enough is a waste of money. The 
classic example of the failure of 
such tried-and-tested stupidity 
was the effort of the old National 
Front in 1979. By contesting 
more than 300 seats, it got 
around 10,000 enquiries. The 
sackfuls of mail were so full that 
it took literally months to sort 
them, send out the packs, and 
dispatch the follow-ups to local 
organisers. This time-lag, as 


much as the fact that the party 
was soon to fall victim to a 
series of disastrous splits, was 
the reason for the total failure to 
convert such huge public interest 
into organisational growth. 

Target wards 

The BNP, by contrast, is contest¬ 
ing enough seats to get a goodly 
number of follow-ups in our key 
areas, but not so many that we 
won't be able to deal with them 
quickly. And, once this leads to 
the recruitment of more new 
members, they will be in pre¬ 
cisely the places where we need 
them most - near our target 
wards for next year's local elec¬ 
tions, which are contests where 
we stand a realistic chance of 
winning, or at least getting head¬ 
line- and credibility-grabbing 
votes of above 20%. 

Similarly, as we won't be over¬ 
stretching our manpower by rac¬ 
ing around contesting extra con¬ 
stituencies, we will have time to 
train more people in the tech¬ 
niques needed actually to win 
seats in the future, particularly 


canvassing and making sure our 
voters get to the polls. 

The fact that, all over the coun¬ 
try, our officials and activists are 
settling down to this intensive 
grass-roots work, rather than 
getting over-excited by all the 
race-related dramas in the news, 
displays better than anything the 
way in which the BNP has 
grown up politically in recent 
years. 

What is needed 

It's a bit like the order given to 
British soldiers in the days of the 
Brown Bess musket: "Don't 
shoot until you see the whites of 
their eyes." Putting all our 
efforts into a ragged volley 
against the big battalions of the 
old parties when our main tar¬ 
gets are out of range would be 
the mark of an ill-disciplined 
rabble. This general election is 
very important, and a good wave 
of last-minute donations are 
needed to enable us to meet our 
targets of increased votes and 
recruitment in our key areas. 
But, for all that, it is primarily a 
training exercise for us. No one 
should get carried away and 
break ranks. We need everyone 
to work together to use this con¬ 
test to lay the foundations for 
future victories.
